F. E. Bryant Victim 
Of Heart Attack. At 
Sugar Co. Office 


F. E. Bryant, 73, vice president 
of the United States Sugar Corp~ 
oration and superintendent of the 
eastern field division, died in his 
office at the Azucar plantation of 
the company at four. o 'clock 
rer afternoon. Mr. Bryant 

stricken a few minutes before 
while on a routine inspection trip 
of the sugar cane. fields and was 
taken to his office where death 
came almost immediately. Death 
was attributed to a heart’ attack. 

Mr. Bryant was born in England 
in 1872 and came to America in 
early manhood and spent several 
years in western states before 
coming to Florida as a real estate 
operator. He with one of his 
brothers, along with Messrs. 
Greenwood’ and Anderson were 
founders and developers. of the 
City of Lake Worth. He first 
came to the Everglades section of 
| Palm Beach ‘county in 1909 and in 
|1920 he started the first sugar 
cane growing venture which re- 
sulted in erection of the first mill 
at Azucar. 

Mr. Bryant and his associates 
founded the Florida Sugar and 
Food Products Company which 
‘was later absorbed by the South- 
erm Sugar Company. Thè South- 
erù Sugar Company in turn was 
taken over by the present U. S. 
Sugar Corporation and Mr. Bryant 
has remained with the concern 
through the years. He is known 
throughout Flotida as the father 
of the sugar cane industry in the 
Everglades. 

The deceased is survived. by his 
wife in Palm Beach, two daught- 
ers, Mrs. Stafford Beach of Palm 
Beach and Mrs. F. Deane Duff of 
Clewiston. Funeral arrangements 
are in charge of the Ferguson 
Funeral Home .in' West Palm 
Beach.

Our Poor President 


If you haven’t enough financial worries of your own, con- 
sider the plight.in which President Truman finds himself 
ashe tries to get along on a salary of only $75,000 a year. 

Despite the fact, that his salary is at least $73,000 great- 
er than that received by the average Americary there is a 
strong probability the president will come out of the White 
house in debt, according to an article in Collier’s by Jona- 
han Daniels, until recently press secretary ‘in the White” 

ouse. i 

First of all, the president has to pay $46,000 in federal 
taxes. Then there’s the matter of personal expenses at the 
White House over and above-those met by the government. 
That item amounts to approxinjately $25,000. By. adding 
$1,000 for Missouri state taxes, you have already nicked the 
president’s salary a total of $72,000, leaving him only $3,000 
for incidentals—and the author of the Collier article says . 
these incidentals exceed $3,000. 

Some of the presidents, including Franklin. Rooseveelt, 
Hoover and Harding, had private means, and so they didn’t 
have to be greatly concerned over presidential penury, but 
President Truman is not a man of wealth. His career has 
been one of politics. His venture in the haberdashery busi- 
ness was a failure, and there's seldom great wealth in clean 
politics. 

If by now, our president's poverty-stricken status has be- 
gun to depress you, you can pull yourself up by considering 
the fact that he didn’t have to take the job, that he has the 
most honorable job im the world, and that, anyway, a fellow 
can’t have everything.—Lakeland Ledger.

In view of the fact that these 
amendments passed by a vote of 
three to one shows conclusively 
that the people feel that gasoline 
tax revenue should be used only 
for highway construction and 
maintenance. ‘ 

Mr. Woodward attributed the 
sweeping. accorded the measures 
sweeping victory accorded the 
measures in both states to a desire 
on the part of the public to safe- 
guard road funds against dissipa- 
tion in order to insure their avail- 
ability for highway construction 
projects as a cushion against un- 
employment and the deteriorated 
condition of highway systems 
caused by heavy wartime traffic. 
Florida is now diverting $14,- 
000,000 or more than -43` percent 
of the total motor vehicle taxes to 
purposes.other than highway con- 
struction and maintenance.
